This would l)e perfectly satisfactory 
if there was such an enormous in- 
crease of wealth resulting from such 
oonditions that it could bear a high 
rata of taxation, in order that the 
gofaraaeatmii^ ba able to meat iu 
dabi iatarMt abroad by aaob aaaaa 
withoat a^y aalra atnda. 

At tMa mnmaat Mariana honds are 
unaltered in Londoa, prfarfpally ow- 
ing to tbe scrupolooa ssaotMaa nnder 
the most distressing conditions with 
which their interest b*j )>eea met.

Santa Agueda ia noted for iU 
baths. The place ia between San 
Sebastian, tha anmmar reeideace of 
the Spaniah cohrt and Vittoria, tie 
apital of tha peoataoa ol Alva^abont 
thirty milaa aeoth oiaMlbao.Tha Pre- 
mier went there laatThurxlay to take 
a three-weeks' conrsa of the IihUis. 
after which he expectsil to return to 
San Sebastian to meet I'niled State* 
Minister Woodford when that Minis- 
ter should be officially received l>y 
tha Qnaan Begeut. 

Tbe assassination ol^ prime min- 
ister was undoabtadW oold-Moodedly 
premeditated. OoH driibarataty 
watched for aa oppoHaai^ to kOI 
the Spaniab suteema^, aad he only 
fire<t when he had no chance of miss- 
ing. In fact, the a»sH>>iii, win, was 
arrested almost immediately after the 
premier fell <1. ;id at the feet of his 
wife, has declared as much to the 
examining magistrate. 

The prisoner, who declared he had 
killed the premier '*iatbe accomplish- 
ment of a Just vengaaaoa," at first 
gave tbe name of Biaaldi, aad claimed 
that the deed waa^ outcome of an 
exteaaivaanareWitooBspiracy. Later, 
however, tbe assassin confessed that 
his real name was Miohelo Angine 
(loUi ; that he W!^^ ifi \eiirs of age, a 
native of liogg'a, near Naples, and 
that lie left Italy and came to 
Spain in lU9t<. Afterreaching Spain 
Qalli, according to his confes- 
aioa, resided at Bsroelona and 
portieipated in tbe doings of tbe vari- 
ooa anarchist asaocUUoas of that 
plaoa and vidaity. After aojooraing 
at Baroaloao fcr some time, OoUi vis- 
ited Fraaoa and Belgium, and re- 
turned to Spain in July laat. After 
his return the anarchists seemed to 
have completed the plans for the as- 
sassination of the Trim* .Miul',ter. 
lie left Madrid for .Santa Aguo<la at 
the same time as .Senor Canovas del 
Castillo, and waited an opportnnity 
to assassinate tbe statesman. 

Senora Canovas, wife of tbe Pro- 
miar, who waa bat a abort dlataace 
away from her haibaad whaa the 
crime waa eoamtttad, raihad to his 
side u|>on bearing tha ahotM As tbe 
I'rfuiier lay dying nponJlM groaad 
she bitterly reproached tM mtuderer 
for hi.-i crime. Golli In reply to the 
agonizing words of the distracle<i 
wife, said : 

••1 res|H.'ct you because you are an 
honorable lady, but I have dene my 
duty and am now easy in n\y atind, 
for I have avenged my friends aad 
brotben of Montjaicta." 

Montjuioh ia tha fortrese of Barco- 
lona, ontsido of which tha anarchists 
who have been aantenaad to death for 
recent outrages have i)een pxe< ute<l 
by l)eing shot in the baek. The an 
archills n eiitly eiecuteil outside of 
Moutjuicli were ihe last batch of the 
fiends who were guilty of throwing a 
bomb on .June 7, 181M>, into a relig 
ious procession about to enter the 
uburcb of Santa Maria de Lamar, 
upon tbe occasion of Ihe Corpoa 
Cbristi cslebration. ^Twalva forsons 
were instantly MUaiand aboot fifty, 
several of wlmn Imve sinoa died from 
their wonnda, ware injured. For this 
iriine twenty-six anarchists were 
sentenced to death and many of fliem 
were executed. The conilenined meu 
invariably shouted "Liong Live 

archy" just before tha o^tealolfa 

were given.
